I am in receipt of your memorandum of December 4, 
regarding the above mentioned subject and before submitting 
it to Government, I would like to clarify the following: 


It was my understanding that all maintenance of 
surface transportation was to be taken care of by Government, 
the cost of which would be accounted for as part of the 
contributions of the Saudi Arabian Government while the 
TCA budget could be better utilized in purchasing equipment 
and materials from the United States of America, 


Mentioning "trouble and disturbance"; I still think 
that the orderly way of having jobs done against work orders, 
which is the idea behind the letter of December 4, addressed 
to me by the Government Representatives for Baker, is a means 
to put matters in order and not to create trouble, 


It is true that there are certain delays sometimes 
on jobs done for us by Baker's but there has never been any 
recorded delay where TCA work was affected. Furthermore, I 
believe that in spite of the fact that Bakers have been under 
heavy pressure of work, they have been doing their best to 
keep TCA wheels turning and at many times TCA was given priority 
to their own jobs. 


Qn the other hand, when I found out the increasing 
number of wheels and that minor jobs could be taken off the 
shoulders of Bakers, a first class mechanic was appointed to 
take care of minor jobs. This step was welcomed by TCA's 
Executive Officer, but I am now confronted with the fact that 
there will be no need for a mechanic who has just been engaged 
by Government at the request of this office,
